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moderate luxury, and the one por- 
tion famishes while the other fattens^ 
boih verging to disease. Public 
Spirit was, then, the animating soiil, 
that ventilated, invigorated, and in- 
spired every order iii the commu- 
nity. The niodern enlistment of 
soldiery certainly rescues the prime 
of life from ihorbific manufactures ; 
and it may be deemed a thirst of na- 
ture which actuates youth to free 
itself from the slow decline and de- 
generation of tlie workshop, for a 
more healthy and happier mode 
of life, though it may be thus 
curtailed in duration. Military dis- 
cipline is, in many respects; a moral 
discipline, and, in its privations and 
perils becomes the school of men. 
Thus, the must effectual cure, and 
best means of checking the fatal 
progress of ffiiiny chro'nic miladies, 
and particularly of the consumptive 
habit, is to be sought for, and only 
to be found, in a complete, and con- 
tinued mutation in the modes of 
lite, and in those occasional disper- 
sions of the human race, whicil, in 
their event, bring about a radical re- 
form, and salutary revolution of the 
animal economy;

same time fatting ati, and therefore 
they again entreat that funds may be 
afforded to support the institution in 
undiminished usefulness.
